TRIMMING THEIR SAILS, 


Keducing the Number of Senate Employees 
some Late Kepublican Frugality. 

Wasurxetor, April 8.—The caucus of re- 
publican senators during the special session, 
appoirted a committee to advise with the ser- 
geant-at-arm’s ofthe senate with regard tothe 
reduction of the number of employees in the 
sergeant-at-arms oflice, and to the cutting off 
of such expenses as might be thought prudent,. 
The sub-committee has held daily sessions 
gince the adjournment of the senate, and 
such expenditures as were within control of 
the sergeant-at-arms have been carefully con- 
sidered. The senate itself ordered the surren- 
der of the lease of the Butler house, and this 
will be done upon the expiration of the year 
for which it was taken. The temporary 
force of the senate which includes extra 
men employed during the session in the fold- 
ing room and a few in the other oflices of the 
senate has already been dismissed. In addi- 
tion the sub-committee finds that about 
twenty men now borne upon the permanent 
roll may be dispensed with. The reduction 
which the caucus committee’ has provided for 
will amount to between $25,000 and $30,000 
# year.

A CLOSE VOTE. 


Chicago Wavering in Doubt Between the 
Two Parties, 
sarees April 8.—The vote for mayor in 

vi out of 194 precincts (the total number) is 

Harrison, democrat, 42,144; Smith, republi- 
can, 41,644. The newly elected members of 
the city council consist, as nearly as yet as- 
certained, of thirteen republicans and five 
democrats. This would make the council a 
tie between the two parties. 
_-On the face of the returns, every precinct 
in the city having been heard from, the vote 
for mayor stands: Harrison, democrat, 42,920; 
Smith, republican, 42,586; Harrison’s plural- 
ity 334. Devine, democrat, for treasurer is elect- 
ed by 1,300 majority. Plantz, republican, for 
cily clerk, is elected by 92 majority. Wash- 
burne, republican, for attorney, is elected by 
1,000 majority. 

These figures may vary slightly. The local 
committee on public safety'charges that trauds 
were perpetrated in three or four of the wards 
and declare that a number of prosecutions will 
follow. The republican managers, it is de- 
clared this morning, will contest Harrison’s 
election, and claim to have evidence of fraud 
on which to base the contest. 

Oue of the morning republican papers here 
deciares that Joseph C. Mackin, now under 
sentence to.the state penitentiary for ballot- 
box frauds,but out on bail,drove in an-elegant 
turnout to nearly allthe ‘voting precincts in 
the first, second and ninth wards yesterday, 
end engaged in conversation with some of the 
working politicians at all the voting booths. 

The Daily News which, this morning, de- 
clared that Harrison had been elected mayor 
according to apparent returns by 334 plurality 
is out with a special edition stating that Sid- 
ney Smith has probably been elected, even by 
the face of the returns, and that on the official 
count he will be found to have carried the 
city by fully 2,060 majority.

‘THE DAY WITH GRANT. 


HE SEES. THE ANNIVERSARY OF 
APPOMATTOX. 


Flowers Fresented by the Confederate ‘eneral 
Roeser—Mark Twain Makes a Gall—The Gen- 
€tal Passes a Quiet Day sand Sleeps 
Well— Bulletins of his Condition. 


New York, April 8.—General Grant passed 
a very quiet night. There was no recurrence 
of the hemorrhage, and the official bulletins 
of the medical attendants were quite reassur- 
ing. Rain poured down in torrents at intef- 
vals, and the only persons who paced the 
street were the watchful policemen and repor- 
ters. About 4:30, Senator Chaffee and U 


'8.Grant, Jr., emerged from the houso and 


gave an encouraging report of the general’s 
condition. Dr. Newman sauntered out about 
5:30 and he remarked that the general was a 
wonderful man. Dr. Newman stated that 
General Grant requested family prayers to be 
said and added: “There is nothing peculiar 
about that.” General Badeau strolled slowly 
down toward Madison avenue about 6 o’clock 
and in response to a question, said: “General 
Grant has passed a very easy night, and is 
now resting quietly.” 

General Grant sleeps or appears to sleep at 
eny and alitimes that suits his inclination, 
but last night his long rest began at about 
midnight, and until five o’clock it continued 
with little interruption. A professional nurse 
attended the patient through the night, while 
the family and physicians gained considera- 
ble sleep. The night wasa quiet one, with 
no alsrming symptoms or circumstance. 
About 5 o’clock, General Grant aroused 
himrelf and stood upon his feet briefly, 
Lut did not essay to move about, 

At 11:45 Colonel Fred Grant said his 
father seemed to have returned to about the 
same condition that existed two or three days 
eco. Atnoonit was reported that the gen- 
eral’s appearance was perceptibly changed 
for‘the brighter. At12:30 Senator Chaffee 
said the patient walked in his room to-day. 
The senator did not apprehend immediate 
death. 

THE PATIENT. STRONGER. 

Drs. Barker, Shrady, Douglas and Sands 
consulted at2 p.m. At3:10 p. m. Dr. Barker 
come out. Heesid: “Our patient is stronger 
to-day than yesterday; his pulse a!lso shows 
it. He dropped asleep after the examination. 
I have no apprehensions of critical results to- 
cay or to night.” 

At the consultation at 2 p. m., Drs. Barker, 
fands, Shrady and Douglas present, it was 
agreed that the treatment pursued the last 24 
bours should be continued, and that the gen- 
eral condition of the patient was improved. 
His pulse is 66 and fuller; temperature 99 de- 
grecs. 

At 11:45 this forenoon Colonel Fred Grant 
said that his father bad passed a very quiet 
and comfortable night; that he suffered very 
liftle pain; that he had slept comparatively 
well; that the despondency of yesterday had 
entirely left him, and that he seemed to have 
returned to about the same condition that ex- 
sited two or three daya ago. ““How long father 
might remain thus,’’Colonel Grant was unable 
toray. A porson who had at that time lett 
the sick room stated that the general was per- 
ceptibly changed for the brighter; that the 
anxiety of the family was allayed was evident. 

DISTINGUISHED CALLERS. 

General Rosser, who achieved con rable 
renown during the war in the confederate 
cavalry service, called at 6:10 p.m., and left 
a box of flowers. Hedid notsee Grant, but 
when he cameouthe taid, “He is better.’ 
At 6:30 p. m., Mrs. General Grant and Colonel 
Fred Grant and wife were in the library, and 
Dr. Douglas wes asleep. 8S. L. Clemens called 
about nine o’clock and had a friendly chat 
with Colonel Grant. Clemens did not see the 
sick soldier. At9:15 p. m., General Ba’ean 
emerged from the house. He said that Grunt 
was retting comfortably, thatthe family feel 
soconfident that the general would pass a 
good night that they had retired to bed. 

At 10:30 p. m. General Grant was reported 
as having passed a very quiet afternoon. His 
general condition is the game as at the last re- 
port, pulse 64, temperature 93-6. He has taken 

is food as usual. 

THE GENERAL SLEEPING QUIETLY. 

At 11:50 p. m. Fred Grant said: ‘Dr.

The general is sleeping and 
ibe doctor thinks he will have havea quiet 
bight.” 
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THE TRIAL OF FISH, 


He Gives Some Instances of His Business 
Career. 

New Yors, April 8.—The trial ot Jas. D. 
Fish, formerly president of the Marine bank, 
was continued to-day. Fish was again on the 
stand, and narrated a conversation he had 
with General Grantin the latter part of 1833. 
Fish said: 

‘‘T called at the office of Grant & Ward one 
morning tosee Ward. I met General Grant 
outside the office, and asked him how was the 
business of the concern. Ie told me it was 
first rate, and said he thought they had made 
more money during the year than any other 
house in Wall street,perhaps in New York city. 
lie said he thought Ward was the ablest young 
business man he had ever seen. I 
asked him also if he ever loaked at the books, 
and he told me no; he looked over his month- 
Jy statement, which was satisfactory to him.’’ 

Fish’s counsel asked witness, who was the 
friend and partner of Fish referred to in the 
letter he sent Ward on September 2, 1880, and 
whom he said he wished to help along. The 
witness replied that it was General Grant. 
Later the witness corrected himself, on being 
told that Grantdid not become a member of 
the firm until two months later, and said that 
it was not General Grant that was meant. 
A [letter sent by Fish trom §t, Louis to Ward 
on March 11, i882, was read by the district 
atterney to show that Fish wanted to secure 
his own escape from the Belmont company 
1 goer i while he was careful to keep from 
the general all knowledge of the rottenness of 
Ward. The witness explained that the Bel- 
mont™property came to the firm through Gen- 
eral Grant. 

Ex-Governor John T. Hoffman testified that 
up tolast May Fish bad the reputation of 
honesty and integrity. 

According to Fish’s testimony, the Belmont 
coal mining property, which he was desirous 
to get clear of, was purchased by Geheral Grant 
from General J. 3 Gordon, of Georgia, for 
$155,000, and transferred to Grant & Ward by 
General Grant.

Sr. Pavt, Minn., April 8.—A special to the 
Dispatch from Winnipeg, Man., says: It is 
reported at the Touchwood hills that a band of 
Indians are within one day’s march of Hum- 
bolt, where the government supplies are 
stored, and the advance of troops will be hur- 
risd to prevent the capture of the supplies.

For several hours they marched throuh 
the town, their actions being of the most in- 
solent character. '

FRANCE AND CHINA: 7 


The Signing cf the Preliminary Terms of 
Peace, | 

Lonnon, April 8.—The Paris corregpondent 
of the Times seys that negotiations between 
France and China were conducted through M. 
Ferry, President Grevy having authorized M. 
Billet to act for him. When the Chinese gov- 
ernment heard of the fall of Ferry it tele- 
graphed to Campbell, the Chinese representa- 
tive, to get Ferry’s successor to sign the pre- 
liminaries of peace. Ferry, however, contin- 
ued to work, and delayed notifying President 
Grevy ofthe signature of the preliminaries 
until the committee of the chamber had 
retired to consider the demand for the Ton- 
quin credit. 

The senate adjourned to-day until May 4, 

after voting the credit of $30,000,000 for the 
purpose of carrying on the operations in Ton- 
guin. 
‘Before adjourning the senate to-day, M. 
De Freycinet, minister of foreign affairs,stated 
that the products of the treaty of peace with 
Chinahbed been virtually concluded. Before, 
however, giving effect to the recent negotia- 
tions M. De Freycinet was anxious to ascer- 
tain the opinion of the Chinese government, 
and bad telegraphed to Pekin to-day. He 
would, therefore, be unable to announce the 
conclusion of the peace treaty until China 
should reply. 

The new cabinet will meet tomorrow to con- 
sider the Chinese difficulty. The government 
hes resolved to continue the dispatch of rein- 
forcements to China, until the final treaty of 
peace between China and France shall have 
been signed. 

The report that peace was concluded with 
Chins, without the knowledge ofthe French 
ministry, is declared to be untrue. President 
Grevy, it is said, im conference with M. 
Brisson on Monday, stated the exact position 
of the negotiations. The minister decided to 
secure the vote of the Tonquin war credit be- 
fore announcing the conclusion of peace, as 
they found that the war account showed that 
pearly the whole of the amount asked had 
already been expended.

THE PRINCE'S VISIT. 


WALES AND HIS WIFE ON IRISH 
SOIL: 


4 Grand KEeception Greets them on Shore—Ad. 
dresses of Welcome—Through the Streets 
Uneéer Thousands of Flags—The News 
Throughout Europe Generally. 


Dusit, April 8.—The prince and princess 
of Wales arrived at two p. m., and were 
accorded a splendid reception. In answer to 
the address of welcome the prince said he was 
delighted to renew his acquaintance with 
Dublin. The party were greeted every where 
with enthusiasm. The houses on both sides 
of the avenues along which they proceeded 
were adorned with beautiful decorations, and 
windows and the roofs were crowded with 
epectators eager to catch a glimpse of their 
future king and queen. 

The itinarary of the prince and princess of 
Wales in Ireland will be substantially as fol- 
lows: Landiog at Kingstown they will reach 
Dublin castle at noon, and in the afternoon 
visit the Reyal Dublin Society’s show at Balls. 

ridge. Thursday afternoon the prince will 
hold a levee ai the castle on behalf of the 
queen, andin theevening the princess will 
hold a drawing-room on bebalf of her majes- 
ty. Friday the prince will lay the corner-stone 
qt the new ecience and Art museum, and visit 
the principal public institutions of the 
city; in the evening there will be a state ball 
atthe castle. Saturday the prince and prin- 
cees will visit Trinity college and Arbane in- 
dustrial college. Next week they will leave 
Leinster for Munster, and spend onder with 
Lord Listowel, at bis home, near Mallow. 
Wednesday, the 15th will be devoted to Cork, 
and Thursday -to Killarney. and Kenmare. 
The following week, on Monday the 20th, a 
return to Dublin will be made, and on Wed- 
pesday they will go out to Punchestown, Kil- 
dare, to the races, and in the evening give a 
citizens’ ball. Thureday will find them in 
Ulster, at Belfast, the “Orange capital,” hold- 
ing a ballin the evening. Saturday, the 25th, 
they will go into,Connaught visiting Derry 
and Baron’s court, the residence ot the duke ot 
Abercorn. Monday, April 27, the prince and 
wr will take boat for their return to Eng- 
end. 
THE TRIP DESCRIBED. 

The prince end princess of Wales and their 
eldest son Prince Albert Victor, stepped on 
board the royal yacht last night. They left 
Hiolyhead at six this morning and arrived at 
Kingstown at half past eleven. The Osborne 
was escorted ecross the channel by the En- 
chantress, a paddle wheel yacht belonging to 
the navy. 

Duplin presents a lively appearance, but 
there are many indications that there are no 
great popular enthusiasm. Outside the route 
of the procession the decoration of the city is 
far from being general. Another flag has 
been substituted for the missing one, and this 
is now floating over the mansion house. 

) A BRIGHT DAY. 

In spite of fears of a stormy day, the 
weather smiled propitiously upon the arrival of 
the royal party, and the sun was shining 
brilliantly when they placed foot upon Irish 
soil, Earl Spencer, lord lieutenant et Ireland, 
received the prince and his party, and the 
town commission presented an address of wel- 
come. The princess at the same time was made 
the recipient of numerous bouquets. The 
crowd, which numbered thousands, kept up 
continuous cheering during the re- 
ecption, and cheered loud and long as 
the royal guests proceeded to Dublin. When 
the royal perty arrived at the railway station 
from Kingstown, at two o’clock, they were 
net by the members of the Dublin chamber of 
commerce, whose president read that body’s 
s¢drees of welcome to the prince and princess. 
‘The entire route along which the visitors were 
taken trom the station to Dublin castle was 
crowded with people. The vast crowd was 
com posed of allclasses. Not a sign of any 
feeling of hostility was displayed, but on the 
contrary the reception appeared to be cordial 
and unanimous, Along the route ofthe pro- 
cession many persons were crowded in past the 
escort of Lancers. The prince of Wales took all 
these irregularities good naturedly, and shook 
hends cordially with all within his reach. Earl 
Spencer, the Irish viceroy, was ery: cheered 
es he drove through the streets of Dublin in 
the precession. Lord Mayor John O’Connor, 
who is a strong nationalist, but who drove in 
official state with the royal escort, was loudly 
hissed by the nationalists. Nota sign of wel- 
come is visible on the city hall of Dublin, and 
this fact stands out so conspicuously as to force 
comments. 

GREETED BY THOUSANDS. 

A grand stand had been erected at the rail- 
way station. When the train bearing the 
royal party arrived from Kingstown, an im- 
mense crowd had assembled. When the 


prince and princess alighted, their appearauce - 


was greeted with tremendous cheering. They 
were escorted to the grand stand where a large 
representative gathering had assembled. Here, 
when the enthusiasm of the crowd 
had been quieted, the address of 
welcome by the Dublin chamber 
of commerce wasread. This address dwelt 
especially upon the beneficent influence 
which the visit of the prince and princess 
would exercise upon the welfare of Ireland, 
It alluded, also, to the labors of the prinee in 
the cause of housing the poor of London, a 
subject, the address said, of great interest to 
maby people in the Irish capital. When the 
procession was about to start from the station, 
several bands joined forces in rendering the 
air of ‘‘God Bless the Prince of Wales.” The 
reute was through Westlane row, Lincoln 
ylace, Nassau street snd Graffon street to Uol- 
Pie green, where the first stop was made. 
THE SCENE AT COLLEGE GREEN, 

The green was literally — with a solid 
mass of cars, carriages and people afloat. The 
advent of the royal party was hailed with 
tremendous cheering. One of the features of 
the procession was the presence of a 
mercbing force, students. They num- 
bered an even thousand, were jauntily dress- 
ed, bore welking sticks as arms, carried two 
upion jackets for banners, and made the 
streets resound with their cheery 
singing of “God Save the Queen.” The prin- 
cess of Wales captured the populace at sight. 
The refined beauty of her face, the elegance 
of her figure were most artistically set off ina 
special costume of green, which had been 
made forthe occasion. This tribute to the 
Irish coleens eo deftly and beautifully made, 
was instantly recognized by the people, and 
her royal highness was everywhere greeted 
with appiause. After luncheon, at Dublin 
cattle, which was over at about 3:30 in the 
aiterncon, the prince and princess proceeded 
tothe Royal Dublin society’s show, at Ball's 
bridge. The escort on this trip was composed 
of the Hussars, preceded by Earl Spencer, 
escorted by the Lancers. At Ball's bridge the 
reception was as enthusiastic as the ene on

On the arrive’ of 
the train at the station in Dublin, theerowd 
broke through the cordon of police and sur- 
rounded the carriage of the prince of Wales, 
cheering him. The prince stepped from the

around him. The effect was electrical. The

TOASTING THE AMEER. 


He is Presented With a Sword by Earl 
Dufferin, 

Rawatpinpt, April 8.—A grand durbar was 
held te-day in honor of Abdurrahman, ameer 
of Afghanistan, and proved a great success. 
The scene was brilliant and impressive. The 
earl of Dufferin, viceroy of India, sat upon a 
dias with the ameer upon his right, and the 
duke of Connaught upon his left. After 
the presentation of a number of gifts, the 
ameer made an address, during which he said 
he was greatly obliged for the favors bestowed 
upen him by Queen Victoria and the earl of 
Dufferin, and thatin return he would render 
every service in the power of his army or of: 
his people. Asthe British promised to help 
the Afghans to beat off external enemies, the 
Afghans would in the firmest manner stand 
side by side with the British. The viceroy 
then presented Abdurrahman with a sword of 
honor. The ameer,in accepting the sword, 
said that he hoped to strike with it any enemy 
of Great Britain. The ameer was well satisfied 
with the entire ceremony.

The English stood a repulse in the Soudan 
and threats of war in A’ghanistan without 
losing their heads and without upsetting the 
ministry; but the French people are not so 
cool and even minded, and when their amy 
in China was forced to re'reat and the cam- 
paign in that country was suspended, they 
4urned on the cabivet and drove it out of 
ofiice.

It will be strange if this day shallend as 
did that other %ih of April, the deep and 
tremendous tragedy that gathers darkening 
towards its dawn. Strange, if Fate, spinning

BUSINESS MOVING SLOWLY. 

The cold weather throughout the country 
had up to the opening of the present month 
obstructed business, and the exchanges for 
the last week in March were below those of 
the previous week, and considerably below 
those of the corresponding week of last year. 
Business is halting, and the activity that had 
been predicted in the spring trade has not 
been fully realized. Itis, of course, better 
than it was in the winter season, but it is not 
large enough to justify anticipationsof an 
early return to good times, | 

There are, however, manv features of an 
encoureging nature. Our exports during the 
first quarter of the present year were unus- 
ually large, reaching an aggregate of $51,424,- 
(C0; while our imports were the smallest in 
mapy years. The falling off in the impor- 
tation of dry goods is especially marked, but 
it has not reached the Jow water marks of 1876 
and the two following years. While our ex- 
ports «re large and our imporis small, we can 
not, of course, complain of our foreign trade. 
Our troubles are all at home. There is a 
glutof goods in nearly every branch of trade. 
We bave no foreign markets in which to sell 
the surplus beyond home demands. Tie pig- 
iron markei—the great trade barometer—is 
still dull, and concessions are still expected 
before a large order is placed. Merchants are 
not carrying large stocks, butthey do not 
scem inclined to materially increase their 
purchases. Consumption has ran down, and 
production has not been correspondingly re- 
duced. Hencethe iow pricesthat are the 
feature of the times. 

Whether prices must go still lower no one 
can tell. lt was thought that a large foreign 
wer would make business more active in this 
country, but all the war clouds are disap- 
pearing. Russia and England propose to 
settle their diiferences by arbitration; Eng- 
land is retiring from the héat of the Soudan, 
and a treaty has put an end to hostilities be- 
tween France and China. We must get on 
without the aid of war. The crop 
prospects cannot as yet be  de- 
termined, except as to winter wheat; 
and as to that it is conceded the total will be 
below that of last year. The acreaga in the 
west is less, and there has been considerable 
damage from the severity of the winter. The 
crop in Oregon, however, looks well, and if 
theres plenty of rain in California this 
month there wiil be a fine crop in that state. 

The most that can be said of the situation 
is, there has been since last May a great d al 
of liquidation, and there is at present soma 
improvement in bus'ness. A backward step 
is not anticipated, and a great many parsons 
consider the prospect as one of mild and 
Steady and healthy progress. Things might 
be betier, but the country is generally thank- 
ful they are no worse.

THE LAST.BIVOUAC. 

Further conversation turned upon the scene of 
theflast bivouac, and the circumstances which led 
to the Cetermination to surrender. As will be 
cbrerved from the statement of General Gordon 


 &bove, the federals were enabled to make better 


time then the confederetes, who were on there- 
treat toward Lynchburg, travelling in parallel 
lines. In fact the head of the pursuing federal 
column had pushed past the confederate head of 
column, and thrown up works across the confed- 
erate front, which necessitated surrender or 
fight. In this emergency, as the shades of night 
began to gather around, Lee called a council of 
war to decide upon a plan of action. In rear, 
flank and front were masses of {ederals, while the 
confederates were few in number, worn out with 
constant marching, and suffering from hunger. 
it was an impressive moment—such a moment 
es decides the fate of empires. 

Upon a little eminencein the woods a brush 
fire was burniug brightly. Reclining at full length 
on the ground beside it was that noble old hero, 
General Robert E. Lee, his head resting upon his 
saddle, his eyes vainly seeking a few moments’ 
repose, but his brain was too busy with thoughts 
of the responsibility thrown upon his shoulders. 
As he laid there it could be observed that he was 
clothed in a well-worn gray sack blouse, with or- 
dinaty gray pantaloous, while by his side was the 
black ielt hat, which had grown to be a part of 
“Uncle Bob’’ himself. A figure of a stalwart man 
approached—walking slowly, as if fearfal of the 
place. When the firelight fell ecross it it disclosed 
the faceof General Longstreet, the old bulldog of 
thearmy. His flashing eyes, hisfull, black beard, 
his ill-fitting uniform of lieutenant general, all 
presented a figure as sturdy as the giant oak 
egainst which he leaned, unwilling to 
Gisturb hisold commander. From opposite diree- 
tions then came General Gordon, who, with Long- 
street, commanded the two confederate wings, 
and General Fitzhugh Lee. A mauly, royal pair 
they were, looking more like men who should be 
leading their soldiers into a new-born conflict than 
being the mourners of an expiring campaign. 
The addition of General Pendleton, commanding 
the artillery, com pleted the council. 

By this time General Lee was reclining upon his 
right elbow,and at once disclosed the object of 
the council. With firm voice, yet giving evidence 
of the suppressed emotion under which helabored, 
he asked forthe decision as to whether the fou 
years war should then cometoanend. For three 
hours the discussion lasted, the tuyllest liberty of 
expression being giyen. it was the unanimous 
cecision that one desperate attempt 
should be made to cut through the obstructing 
fcderal works, and by the delay thus gained, se- 
cure a new front, and under the prestige of the 
temporary success gained, secure better terms 
from the federals. The generals, some of whom 
hed been lying upon the ground, others sitting 
vpon the roots of trees and others standing, were 
then erdered to prepare for the last struggle of the 
confederacy. As they turned away from thecoun- 
cil fire, and were lost in the darkness, the fire 
burned more dimly, while fora longtime by its 
light Lee could be seenina sitting pesture, his 
head resting upon his hand, in profound medita- 
tion. 

THE LAST SHOT AND THE SURRENDER 

As General Gordon’s wing was the one upon 
which devolved the battle which daylight would 
bripg, he thus became the central figure around 
which the events of the day shou!d revolve. ‘‘Ths 
attack was madce,’’ said Genefal Gor- 
con, the old firelight flashing in his eye, 
‘‘we took the works, and had pressed the enemy 
back, when a letter, signed by General Lee, was 
borne tc me. Itstated that under a flag of truce 
he was in negotia‘ion with General Grant, and 
that 1 might inform the federal eommander— 
whom I supposed was General Ord—oi the fact.

“Did he carry it?”’ 

‘Wel,’ said General Gordon, with a grim smile, 
‘not a flag of truce exactiy—we had no flag, and it 
was impossible.to procure one. I told him togeta 
stick and tie a white handterchiei to it. 

‘‘*T here is not a handkerchief in the wholecom 
mand,’ he said. 

‘‘*Then tear off a piece of your white shirt. 
‘ «7 baye no white shirt.’ 

‘'Then get some one else’s white shirt.’ 

‘ "Phere is not a white shirt in the whole army,’ 
he replied, in utter despair, 

“Finally he got hold of something white, and 
rode into the federal lines,where he found General 
¢heridan in command, instead of General Ord. 
General Sheridan immediately sent an officer into 
my lines to demand our immediate and uncondi- 
tional surrender. : 

‘**Give General Sheridan my compliments,’ was 
my response, ‘and say to him that I wished merely 
to inform him of the existence of the flag of truce, 
and was not prepared to surrender.’ 

“In a few momenutsI observed a cloud of dust 
encircling a dozen horsemert With my staff I rode 
out to meet the party, and found it to be General 
Sheridan and staff w bad: ridden within our 
lines. Again Sheridan demanded of me in per: 
son that we surrender. Upon my exhibiting 
to him General Lee’s letter, it 
was agreed that firing should cease: that no ad- 
vance should be made in either line, while we 
should await the result of the negotiations under 
the flag of truce between General Grant and Gen- 
eral Lee. Alter that there was some desultory 
fighting, but it was soon checked. In a few hours 
came the final message that terms of surrender 
had been agreed upon.”’

“General Lee appointed General Longstreet, 
General Pendleton and myself to meet officers 
similarly appointed by General Grant, who should 
agree upon the language of the parole, aad the 
éetails for the surrender of arms, etc. We met in 
the brickhouse in which Lee and Grant had mei, 
and had no difficulty in putting into shape the 
business upon which we had met.’’ 

GENERAL GRANT’S BEARING. 

“Did you meet Grant upon that occasion?” 

“Oh, yes,’? was General Gordon's reply, 
stretched his arms out over the back of the 
upon which he was sitting.

Indeed, 
this spirit seemed to actuate all the federal officers 
with ope exception. They made constant refer- 
exce to the battles in which the confederates hat 
been victorious, and ayoided thosein which the 
fecerals had been successful. 

“With all their courtesy, however, and all their 
kindness, the trial to the officers and the men 
was one of the greaest through which a brave 
army has ever had to pass. Men kissed their arms 
as they stacked them to be delivered up. Many 
color-bearers wept bitterly as they folded their 
battle flags, and indeed there was scarcely a dry 
eye when the tion came upon them that 
it was all over.’’]
